2. Claims 1 -2, 5-1 2, and 1 4-1 6 are allowed. Claims 5-1 2, and 1 4-1 6 have been 
renumbered as 3-10, and 11-13, respectively. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest, in combination with all the elements recited in 
claim 1 , one of the extrusions defines an outer wall of the pump enclosure, at least one

of the extrusions is profiled on an outer surface thereof to receive at least one pipe 
extending inside the outer wall of the pump enclosure and through which coolant fluid 
passes in use, the pipe also extending outside the housing defined by interconnected 
extrusions and substantially in parallel with the pillar. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
